1  A  Wave  for  Friends — Cuban  refugees  waved  to  Cuban  exiles  on 
shore  as  their  coast  guard  cutter  approached  Key  West  last  fall. 
Such  emotional  scenes  occurred  frequently  after  Castro  announced 
his  "open  door"  policy,  allowing  certain  groups  of  Cubans  to  leave 
his  dictatorship. 

2  Pioneer  in  Space— Astronaut  Edward  White  stepped  from  his  Gemini 
IV  space  capsule  and  into  the  void  of  space  last  June.  Maj.  James 
McDivitt,  his  companion  on  a  3'/2-day  orbital  flight,  had  to  coax 
White  back  into  the  capsule  after  he  had  traveled  20  minutes  sus- 
pended from  Gemini  IV.  Gordon  Cooper  and  Charles  Conrad  were 
the  next  space  twins  to  orbit  the  earth.  They  completed  their  8-day 
flight  in  Gemini  V  during  August. 

3  Medicare  Bill  Signed — President  Johnson  signed  the  Medicare  Bill 
into  law  July  30  with  former  President  Truman  at  his  side.  Witness- 
ing the  event  that  had  far-reaching  effects  on  Social  Security  benefits 
for  the  elderly  were  (left  to  right)  Lady  Bird  Johnson,  Vice  President 
Humphrey  and  Bess  Truman.  The  ceremony  was  held  in  Truman 
Library  in  Independence,  Mo. 

4  Temporary  Mood—  Dodgers  Manager  Walter  Alston's  mood  of  de- 
jection after  the  Minnesota  Twins  won  the  sixth  World  Series  game 
did  not  last  long.  The  Dodgers  emerged  victorious  in  the  7th  game 
and  captured  the  pennant. 

5  Double  Space  Spectacular — Astronauts  Wally  Schirra  and  Tom 
Stafford  got  this  view  of  the  Gemini  7  spaceship  December  15  while 
traveling  in  their  Gemini  6  craft  for  their  historic  rendezvous  adven- 
ture. Schirra  and  Stafford  rode  their  red-hot  craft  back  to  earth  the 
following  day,  but  Gemini  7  completed  a  14-day  mission  before  its 
re-entry.  Making  the  longest  and  most  significant  voyage  in  space  in 
Gemini  7  were  Frank  Borman  and  James  Lovell,Jr. 

6  Plea  for  Peace— Pope  Paul  VI  stood  before  the  United  Nations 
General  Assembly  in  New  York  on  October  4  to  deliver  his  plea  for 
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world  peace.  His  unprecedented,  one-day  visit  in  the  U.S.  was  the 
culmination  of  plans  by  men  of  all  faiths. 

7  After  Surgery — President  Johnson  was  photographed  in  a  reclining 
chair  at  Bethesda  Naval  Hospital  the  day  after  his  gall  bladder  op- 
eration on  October  8.  He  conducted  the  work  of  his  office  from  his 
hospital  room  and  his  Texas  ranch  during  his  recuperation. 

8  Proud  Student— Charles  Craig,  19-year-old  freshman  at  Iowa  uni- 
versity, demonstrated  his  criticism  of  draft-card  burning  incidents  by 
displaying  his  draft  card  on  his  jacket  with  the  note:  "I'm  a  draft 
card  carrying  American  and  proud  of  it."  Our  role  in  the  Vietnamese 
war  sparked  the  incidents. 

9  Blackout — The  glittering  metropolis  of  New  York  City  was  thrust 
into  darkness  on  November  9  by  a  massive  power  failure  affecting 
hundreds  of  miles  along  the  eastern  seaboard.  City  residents  and 
commuters  were  stranded  in  offices,  railroad  and  subway  stations  for 
hours  before  service  was  restored.  The  crippling  condition  was 
caused  by  a  faulty  relay  at  a  Canadian  generating  station  near 
Niagara  Falls. 

10  New  Ambassador— Arthur  Goldberg  was  named  U.S.  Ambassador 
to  the  United  Nations  by  the  President  after  the  death  of  Ambassa- 
dor Adlai  Stevenson  on  July  14  in  London.  Goldberg  was  secretary 
of  labor  under  President  Kennedy  and  a  U.S.  Supreme  Court  Justice 
when  named  to  the  U.N.  post. 

1  1  Startling  Fashions— Bold  and  contrasting  blocks  of  color  were  the 
youthful  fashion  note  of  1965.  The  eye-catching  designs  even  ex- 
tended the  length  of  campus  stockings  worn  with  the  costumes. 
12  Royalty  on  Tour— Princess  Margaret  and  her  husband,  Lord 
Snowdon,  arrived  in  New  York  on  November  4  for  a  whirlwind  tour 
of  the  U.S.  During  their  visit,  they  took  time  out  for  fun-filled  activi- 
ties such  as  a  ride  on  a  cable  car  in  Frisco  and  gala  parties  in  Holly- 
wood and  the  nation's  capital.

The  sun  of  the  college  shield  is  derived  from  the  Spanish 
Solano,  meaning  a  plain  illuminated  by  the  sun. 

St.  Francis  Solanus,  patron  of  Quincy  College,  was  the  sun 
which  shed  the  light  of  Christianity  on  Argentina  and  Peru. 
Born  in  1 549  and  entering  the  Franciscan  Order  twenty  years 
later,  he  evinced  a  tireless  zeal  for  souls. 

When  Francis  went  to  Argentina  in  1589  as  a  missionary, 
he  won  the  hearts  of  the  Indians  by  his  quiet  heroism,  as 
he  approached  them  with  courtesy,  kindness,  and  song. 
It  is  said  that  he  learned  the  difficult  Indian  language  in  a 
very  short  time  and  understood  his  people  even  in  places 
that  he  visited  for  the  first  time. 

Among  the  extraordinary  events  of  his  career,  it  has  been 
written  that  he  used  to  land  his  mantle  on  roaring  streams 
and  then  sail  on  it  to  the  opposite  shore;  he  once  placed 
his  cord  around  the  neck  of  a  mad  bull  and  led  it  away 
like  a  lamb;  and  one  occasion  when  a  swarm  of  wild 
locusts  came  to  threaten  the  harvest  of  his  Indians,  Francis 
commanded  them  not  to  alight,  and  they  flew  away.  He 
died  July  14,  1610. 

Chosen  patron  of  South  America,  St.  Francis  Solanus,  was 
able  to  soften  savage  spirits  with  songs. 


In  the  open  book  of  learning,  the  words  of  St.  Francis,  "I 
am  the  Herald  of  the  Great  King,"  find  deep  meaning  for 
Quincy  College  students. 

The  net  result  of  the  education  here  is  to  send  into  the 
world  other  heralds  of  the  Great  King,  for  the  general  educa- 
tional aim  is  to  train  students  in  the  art  of  living. 

Specifically,  the  college  has  four  aims:  to  cultivate  the  art 
of  self-knowledge,  concerned  with  the  organization  of  the 
intellectual  life;  the  art  of  self-control,  centered  on  will- 
training  and  character-moulding;  the  art  of  self-expression, 
concentrated  on  personality  development;  and  the  art  of 
self-support,  making  an  application  of  the  other  arts  to  the 
business  of  gaining  a  livelihood.

On  two  unusually  hot  and  sticky  days,  Monday,  September  13  and 
Tuesday,  September  14,  approximately  1,100  students  were  en- 
rolled at  Quincy  College.  Despite  the  innumerable  long  waits,  the 
sweaty  lines,  the  myriads  of  seemingly  useless  forms  to  be  com- 
pleted ("How  should  I  know  the  zip  code  of  my  home  town?"), 
checking,  double-checking,  the  last-minute  changes  in  classes  and 
courses,  the  students  kept  a  mildly  disgruntled  composure. 

A  mob  attitude  was  prevalent  especially  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
when  left-over  freshmen  enrollees  and  weary  upper-classmen 
clashed  in  a  final  endeavor  to  "finish  up  and  clear  out."

The  trip  was  instituted  by  Quincy 
attorney  Max  Weinberg,  who  flew  some  of  the  students  in 
his  private  plane.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  trip  was  a 
hearing  before  an  examiner  of  the  Illinois  State  Commerce 
Commission  at  which  Mr.  Weinberg  represented  one  of  the 
litigants. 

After  the  hearing  the  group  toured  the  State  Capitol  and 
received  an  interesting  and  informative  talk  on  the  various 
activities  carried  out  there,  as  well  as  on  the  art  and 
architecture  involved  in  the  building. 

At  the  Capitol,  the  students  also  paid  brief  visits  to  the 
offices  of  the  governor,  the  secretary  of  state,  and  the 
state  treasurer.

Part  of  the 
group  also  visited  the  Lincoln  Tomb  in  Oak  Ridge  cemetery 
and  other  historic  points  of  interest  in  and  around  the 
Capitol  city.

Quincy  college  conferred  an  honorary  doctorate  upon  a  man 
who  began  his  business  career  with  a  small  restaurant  in 
Quincy,  and  remained  here  for  31  years,  outdoing  Horatio 
Alger  by  becoming  a  successful  man  before  "going  West." 

The  life  history  of  Samuel  Wong  is  one  of  the  great  American 
stories,  as  he  became  a  millionaire  even  though  he  may  have 
been  born  on  the  "wong"  side  of  the  tracks. 

In  Quincy,  Mr.  Wong  owned  a  restaurant  on  Hampshire 
street  that  served  its  customers  twenty-four  hours  a  day. 
Now  in  San  Francisco,  he  owns,  in  addition  to  his  market, 
all  kinds  of  property  such  as  hotels,  and  apartment  houses. 

He  also  has  several  thousand  shares  of  stock  in  U.S.  Steel. 
This  was  achieved  by  Mr.  Wong's  hard  work  and  frugal 
living. 

Even  though  Mr.  Wong  does  not  have  a  college  degree,  he 
certainly  has  become  an  expert  in  Economics,  and  Quincy 
College  paused  to  pay  honor  to  his  great  ingenuity.

United  States  Senator,  Edward  V.  Long,  of  Missouri,  was 
principal  speaker  at  the  dedication  ceremonies  for  Garner 
Hall,  the  college's  newest  residence  hall  for  women. 

The  Garner  name  is  in  honor  of  the  late  Judge  John  F. 
Garner,  former  county  judge,  state's  attorney,  mayor  and 
civic  leader,  who  set  up  the  Quincy  College  foundation.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  in  1960,  he  was  dean  of  the  Adams 
County  bar. 

Senator  Long  had  high  praise  for  Judge  Garner,  with 
whom  he  was  associated  for  a  number  of  years.  The  Senator 
read  law  in  Garner's  office  and  the  veteran  attorney  was 
influential  in  encouraging  Long  to  study  for  a  law  degree. 

"Judge  Garner  was  outstanding  in  a  number  of  ways," 
said  the  Senator  as  he  recalled  Judge  Garner's  many  achieve- 
ments. He  added,  "I  wish  we  had  more  persons  like  Judge 
Garner  in  this  country  today.  Our  government  would  be 
improved  by  a  liberal  dose  of  the  spirit  that  this  lawyer  on 
the  Mississippi  river  had  in  such  abundance."

Fifteen  donors  were  accommodated  at  one 
time. 

The  entire  process,  from  examination  to  completion  of  rest- 
ing period,  took  about  45  minutes.

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New  Setting  Created  for  Drama 


The  new  MacHugh  Theater  is  upholstered  in  a  deep  gold  complement  for  the  paneled  wood  decor  of  the  luxurious  addition  to  the  college. 


Dedication  ceremonies  of  the  Charles  P.  MacHugh  Theater 
on  March  12,  1966  was  a  climactic  event  in  almost  a 
century  of  dramatic  activity  at  the  college.  Drama  has 
been  an  integral  part  of  the  liberal  arts  program  at  the 
college  since  its  earliest  days. 

The  MacHugh  Theater  has  been  placed  in  the  crypt  of 
the  college  chapel.  Originally  designed  as  a  gymnasium  for 
the  college  and  academy,  it  was  used  as  a  carpenter  shop 
and  storage  area  until  recently. 

The  basic  design  was  based  on  the  desire  to  have  a  truly 
twentieth  century  theater.  The  prototype  may  be  found  in 
the  Stafford  Shakespearean  Theater,  in  Canada.  Interesting, 
but  not  distracting,  it  has  provided  a  perfect  setting  for  the 
intimate  enjoyment  of  the  theatrical  experience. 


Fr.  Thomas  Brown,  O.F.M.,  theater  designer,  gave  an  address  of 
welcome  on  the  opening  night  of  the  theater. 
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The  forestage  with  its  movable  wooden  wall  pulled  in  front  of  the  stage 

drape.  Behind  the  tongue  stage,  the  large  stage  continues  for  thirty-eight 

feet  to  the  cyclodrama  screen.  The  large  area  provided  a  place  to  assemble 

properties  for  the  plays  while  rehearsing  continued  uninterrupted  on 

the  other  side  of  the  folding  wooded  screen.  Behind  the  cycloramic  screen, 

may  be  found  copious  storage  bins  for  reusable  properties. 
Hugh  Fitzgerald,  theater  director  and  veteran  drama  coach,  expressed 

his  feelings  of  pleasure  to  the  opening  night  audience.

The  New  Theater  Achieved  a  Jewel-like 


The  beginning  of  the  new  theater  construction. 


Charles  P.  MacHugh,  (1862-1935)  professor  after  whom  the  theater  was 
named. 


From  an  almost  storybook  boyhood  half  a  world  away, 
Professor  Charles  MacHugh  came  to  be  known  and  respected 
at  the  college.  He  was  not  only  professor,  literary  magazine 
founder,  drama  director  and  baseball  coach,  but  also  a 
faculty  member  who  had  a  genuine  interest  in  his  students. 

He  was  born  in  Calcutta,  India  in  1862  and  traveled  with 
his  father  as  a  boy.  He  came  to  the  United  States  in  1890  and 
settled  in  Chicago.  In  1904  the  professor  came  to  Quincy 
College,  and  for  the  next  thirty  years,  his  presence  in  the 
classroom  stimulated  more  than  a  generation  of  young  men. 

In  1905  he  founded  a  literary  magazine  that  preceded  the 
present  college  newspaper,  and  guided  the  publication  until 
1924.  As  though  scholarly  pursuits  were  not  enough,  Pro- 
fessor MacHugh  became  coach  of  the  baseball  team  and 
manager  of  the  athletic  program.  He  fielded  successful  teams 
from  1905-7  before  relinquishing  this  position.

"I  enjoyed  it."  "It  should  have  been  longer."  "It  was  great." 
These  were  comments  typical  of  student  reactions  to  the 
Spring  Symposium  new  on  the  campus  this  year.

Workship  Stressed 
Communications. 

The  second  annual  Public  Relations  Workshop  at- 
tracted an  interested  group  of  businessmen  and  stu- 
dents who  listened  to  four  presentations  from 
veterans  in  communications. 

The  keynoter,  Don  W.  Nicholson,  local  newscaster 
and  college  placement  director,  struck  the  theme, 
"Human  Relations  in  Public  Relations"  and  said, 
"No  matter  what  your  goals  are  your  success  will 
depend  upon  how  you  handle  yourself  and  other 
people.  From  the  moment  you  leave  your  home  in 
the  morning  until  you  return  at  night,  you're  acting 
as  a  public  relations  officer  without  portfolio. 

"Communication,  the  written  and  spoken  word,  is 
the  life  line  of  business  and  industry,  national  and 
international  relations  and  most  certainly  educa- 
tion," Mr.  Nicholson  said. 

"There  is  no  single  accomplishment  that  any  man 
can  have  which  will  so  quickly  win  for  him  recog- 
nition and  security  as  the  ability  to  communicate 
effectively.  Lowell  Thomas  has  stated,  'The  ability  to 
speak  effectively  to  one  or  a  group  is  a  shortcut  to 
distinction.  In  fact,  I  know  of  nothing  except  religion 
that  will  do  more  to  enrich  your  life.  If  I  were  in 
charge  of  the  schools  of  the  world,  I  would  put 
public  speaking  first,  following  the  three  R's,'  "  the 
keynoter  told  the  delegates.

The  Quincy  College  Hawks'  bid  for  the  N.A.I.A.  soccer 
championship  was  snuffed  out  by  Earlham  (Ind.)  in  the 
Area  1  finals,  held  here  on  November  19-20.  Earlham  de- 
feated the  Hawks  2  to  1  in  the  exciting  windup  of  the  two 
day  event. 

Four  teams  from  as  many  states  competed  in  the  area  play- 
offs at  Q  Stadium.  Besides  Earlham  and  Quincy,  Rock- 
hurst  of  Kansas  City  and  Berea  (Ky.)  also  were  entered. 
In  opening  round  action  Earlham  scored  a  goal  in  the  first 
period  and  held  on  to  best  Rockhurst  1  to  0.  Quincy  ad- 
vanced to  the  playoff  finals  in  the  second  game  by  blanking 
Berea  3  to  0. 


In  the  championship  clash  between  Quincy  and  Earlham, 
defense  again  prevailed  as  the  first  half  was  scoreless.  How- 
ever, Earlham  took  command  in  the  third  period  by  scoring 
twice.  Thus  the  Hawks  were  down  by  two  as  the  final 
quarter  approached. 
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Dan  Schoenekase  put  the  Hawks  on  the  scoreboard  with  a 
fourth  quarter  goal,  but  Quincy's  surge  fell  short  as  Earl- 
ham won  the  right  to  advance  to  the  national  finals  at 
Kansas  City.

Attired  in  cut-off  blue  jeans,  bermuda  shorts,  sweaters  and 
sweat  shirts  of  all  variety,  the  coed  gladiators  defied  de- 
scription in  intramural  games.  Floor  burns  on  knees,  mussed 
hair  and  sounds  of  glee  abounded,  as  the  girls  did  battle 
with  each  other. 

Often  they  ran  two  games  at  once  in  the  huge  college 
gymnasium.  They  competed  under  the  careful  eyes  of  two 
officials  and  the  gallery  of  spectators  usually  on  hand. 
Jeers,  not  uncommon,  were  more  than  matched  by  cheers, 
for  (ine  plays  made. 

The  women's  intramural  sports  were  not  exactly  designed 
to  provide  the  pro-level  Roman  circus  of  today's  sports — 
but  had  goals  that  combined  more  basic  benefits. 


Miss  Ann  Hawk,  women's  physical  education  director,  pro- 
vided the  girls  with  the  chance  to  participate  in  team  sports 
and  competition  among  the  members. 

Though  Illinois  does  not  allow  girls  to  engage  in  inter- 
scholastic  sports  on  the  high  school  level,  many  of  the  coeds 
at  the  college  showed  a  great  deal  of  natural  athletic  talent. 

About  20%  of  the  girls  enrolled,  participated  in  the  intra- 
mural program.  Ten  teams  in  the  basketball  league  repre- 
sented between  80  and  90  women  and  the  scorekeepers  and 
officials  put  the  total  involved  in  the  operation  of  the  league 
over  100. 
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During  this  year,  the  college  explored  the  pos- 
sibility of  expanding  its  women's  athletic  pro- 
grams. 

The  girls  said  that  intramural  sports  were  im- 
portant in  maintaining  their  morale,  as  it  gave 
them  something  to  do  after  school  hours  and 
promoted  teamwork  and  competitive  spirit. 

Regardless  of  the  outcome  of  the  games,  each 
night  after  the  final  buzzer  the  girls  usually 
met  somewhere  to  discuss  the  game.  Disputes, 
sore  legs  and  tired  feet  were  forgotten,  hair 
was  combed  back  into  place  and  proper  attire 
again  donned.

Quincy  College  girls'  basketball  team  initiated  its  first 
organized  season  impressively  by  establishing  a  perfect 
record  in  the  trial  four  game  season. 

The  team,  coached  by  Sharlene  Taylor,  and  sponsored  by 
the  Women's  Recreation  Association  as  an  outgrowth  of 
the  intramural  program,  opened  its  season  at  Jacksonville, 
Illinois,  by  defeating  the  MacMurray  College  girls  36 — 25. 
In  a  return  match  on  home  court  the  Quincy  College  girls 
turned  back  a  determined  MacMurray  squad  by  one  point 
in  a  low  scoring  game  21 — 20. 

Culver-Stockton  College  of  Canton,  Missouri  was  the 
victim  of  the  team's  third  victorious  outing.

World  News— J 965 


1  Humanitarian  Dies — Dr.  Albert  Schweitzer  died  in  September  at 
Lambarene,  his  primitive  hospital  at  the  African  jungle  outpost  of 
Gabon.  The  famed  physician,  who  reached  his  90th  birthday  in 
January,  worked  most  of  his  life  to  relieve  the  suffering  of  jungle 
natives. 

2  Queen  Speaks — Queen  Elizabeth  II  dedicated  the  John  F.  Kennedy 
memorial  at  Runnymede,  England  on  May  14.  Mrs.  Kennedy  is 
seated  to  the  left  and  Prince  Philip  to  the  right  of  the  queen.  Carolyn 
Kennedy  is  seated  between  the  queen  and  her  mother,  and  Sen. 
Robert  Kennedy  stands  behind  Mrs.  Kennedy. 

3  Miss  Universe — The  reigning  queen  of  beauty  in  the  universe  dur- 
ing the  year  was  a  representative  from  Thailand. 

4  Bosch  Returns — Former  Dominican  Republic  President  Juan  Bosch 
was  vehement  in  his  address  at  a  rally  September  25,  shortly  after 
his  return  to  Santo  Domingo. 

5  Wins  in  Run-Off—ChziXes  deGaulle  polled  55.2  per  cent  of  the  vote 
in  a  run-off  election  against  Francois  Mitterrand  on  December  19. 
The  vote  gave  DeGaulle  the  French  presidency  for  another  7  years, 
but  the  strength  of  the  Socialist-Communistic  candidate  corroded  the 
popularity  of  the  71 -year-old  president.. 

6  Agrees  to  Cease- Fire — Pakistani  Foreign  Minister  Zulfikar  Bhutto 
(right)  agreed  in  the  U.N,  Security  Council  on  September  22  to  ac- 
cept the  Council's  cease-fire  order  in  the  undeclared  war  between 
Pakistan  and  India.  Pakistan's  announcement  came  after  India  had 
agreed  to  the  order. 

7  Abortive  Coup  Fails — Indonesian  President  Sukarno  was  toppled 
from  power  for  a  brief  20  hours  last  fall.  He  gestured  at  a  cabinet 


meeting  on  October  6  during  his  first  public  appearance  after  the 
coup,  which  seriously  shook  his  one-man  rule. 

8  Soviet  Winner — Russian  author  Mikhail  Sholokhov  was  vacationing 
in  the  Ural  region  on  October  18  when  he  heard  he  had  been 
awarded  the  1965  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature.  The  December  award 
ceremony  was  held  in  Stockholm. 

9  Return  to  Desolation — Hundreds  of  families  returned  to  the  wreckage 
of  their  homes,  destroyed  by  eruption  of  Taal  volcano,  south  of  Ma- 
nila, on  September  28.  Volcanic  ash  covered  a  six-mile-square  area. 
The  death  toll  was  estimated  at  500. 

1  0  Price  of  War — The  number  of  casualties  increased  as  the  U.S. 
stepped  up  its  military  action  in  Vietnam.  American  advisors  took 
part  in  many  helicopter  missions,  carrying  wounded  soldiers,  both 
Vietnamese  and  American,  to  copters  on  makeshift  litters  for  evac- 
uation to  Saigon. 

1  1  Reason  to  Celebrate — Chancellor  Ludwig  Erhard  of  West  Germany 
waved  to  a  cheering  crowd  in  Bonn  after  his  Christian  Democrats 
surged  to  victory  in  the  September  19  parliamentary  elections.  Mayor 
Willy  Brandt's  Social  Democrats  suffered  defeat  in  the  voting. 
1  2  Colonial  Rule  Shaken — Rhodesian  Premier  Ian  Smith  broadcast  a 
proclamation  of  sovereign  independence  for  Rhodesia  on  November 
1 1 .  The  split  from  Britain  was  made  in  an  attempt  to  insure  a  white 
minority  rule  of  the  African  colony.  It  was  the  first  such  move  against 
Britain  since  the  American  colonies  broke  away  in  1776.  Britain  re- 
taliated swiftly  and  took  the  problem  to  the  U.N.  Security  Council, 
which  asked  all  nations  to  enforce  an  oil  embargo  against  the  Afri- 
can colony.
